All met their death by being 
crushed about the head and chest 
The bodies of the three dead are 
at the McLaughlin undertak ing par­ 
lors where they were ordered tak en 
by the coroner.

shoulder. 
Mrs. H. R. Homan, 3720 Summit

H. R. Homan, fracture of the left

Emmett Burge, driver of the bus, 
411 East 
Twenty -seventh 
street, 
Kansas City , bruises about the face 
and neck . 
The above injured were tak en to 
St. Mary 's hospital, where all were 
giv en emergency treatment. 
With 
the exception of Mr. and Mrs. Ho­ 
man and Mr. Griffith, all were dis­ 
missed Tuesday night. 
Other passengers on the bus re­ 
ceived cuts and bruises, but not a 
nature requiring hospital treatment. 
Witnessed the Accident 
Mr. and Mrs. Carl Van Ardsale 
and two sons, of East Tenth street 
were in a Chevrolet coach Just 
ahead of the bus. 
Mr. Vanarsdale, 
^ who is employ ed at the electric 
light plant of the City Light and 
Traction 
Company , 
stated 
that 
there was a Ford coupe that pass­ 
ed his car, and as it neared the 
track s the driver put out his hand 
and stopped. 
The bus. Mr. Van- 
Ardsale 
said, 
passed 
both the 
Chevrolet and the Ford. He stated 
that the bus was going as a rapid 
% 
rate of speed, and that the train 
was moving. 
The occupants of the Ford car 
turned back to Sedalia to notify 
phy sicians and call for ambulances. 
The. police were notified of the 
accident by A1 Gossett, a black ­ 
smith at the Missouri Pacific shops, 
who Is believed to have been in 
the coupe. 
He told the police of­ 
ficers he was en route to Kansas 
City when the wreck occurred, and 
as Mr. Gossett Is said to be In 
Kansas City today it is presumed 
that he was one of the three in the 
coupe. The other occupants are un­ 
k nown. 
Was Ho rrible Sight 
The scene of the wreck was one 
of the most gruesome ever witness­ 
ed in this city . 
The left side of 
the bus. just behind the driver’s 
seat was 
completely torn off and 
the dead and injured were thrown 
together and 
onto 
the 
highway 
through this opening. 
The 
win­ 
do ws on the left side of the bus 
were not even brok en. 
Dr. Charles A. McNeil. Dr. C. B. 
Trader and Dr. John Carlisle vrere 
the phy sicians on the scene, and 
ambulances from McLaughlin’s and 
Gillespie’s made several trips tak ­ 
ing the Injured to St. M arj's hos- 
pita! and the dead to the morgue. 
Miss Griswold was in a dy ing 
condition and never regained con­ 
sciousness.

Inquest Thursday Mo rning

Dr. W. G. Jones, retiring coroner' 
directed the moving of the bodies/ 
but turned the case over to Dr. W. 
T. Bishop, who received his com­ 
mission as coroner on December 22. 
Dr. Bishop will be in charge of the 
inquest which will be held at the 
court house at 9 o’clock Thursday 
morning. 
Police officers were also there 
assisting the coroner. 
All baggage 
was brought to Sedalia. where, it 
was necessary to open s^me of it 
in order to find articles or papers 
that might help to identify the 
three dead persons. 
There were seventeen passangers 
on the bus, which will seat twenty - 
four. 
But Driv er's Statement 
Emmet Burge, driver of the bus, 
stated that the train was moving 
at the time of the impact, and that 
he did not see it until it was too 
late to avoid a collision. 
To a reporter Burge stated that 
he had never had orders to stop for 
that crossing. 
He has been driving 
for the company about six months, 
and passengers stated that he had 
been very careful to stop for ail 
railroad crossings on the trip. 
He said that wrhen the man in the 
Ford car ahead put out his hand he 
believed he was going to pull to the 
side of the road and stop, and he 
(Burge) drove around him to pass. 
The two men on the flat car, he 
stated, were up near the box car 
and appeared to be talk ing to each 
other. 
"God certainly took care of me,’* 
he said at the hospital as he brok ­ 
enly talk ed of the accident. 
*‘I 
don’t k now how 
I escaped as those 
around me were either k illed or 
Injured. 
Oh, it was terrible.”

Burge, whose head and face w'ere 
bleeding from cuts and bruises, in­ 
sisted that attention be given to all 
others first.

Lang contracted pneu­ 
monia while accompany ing officials 
in the search for it. 
Mr. Phelan declined today to give 
details about the new development, 
bat said that Coffee’s shotgun had 
been found and that a piece of 
melted gold, apparently a filling 
from a tooth, a copper cent and 
other articles had been found on 
the spot where it was believed the 
body was burned.

THIRTEEN DEAD IN 
AUTO ACCIDENTS

NEW YORK, Dec. 26.—A survey 
by the Moderation League, made 
public today , say s that police rec­ 
ords in 388 cities show that arrests 
for intoxication rose from 235,612 
in 1920 to 557,369 in 1927. 
The fourth annual report of the 
league, w^hich has for its announc­ 
ed aim "the restoration of tem­ 
perance,” declares that the figures 
have brought the organization to 
the conclusion that “the Volstead 
act has failed utterly to do what 
it was intended to do, namely , pro­ 
mote temperance and sobriety .” 
Tables of total arrests by y ears 
In the 388 cities as compiled in the 
report indicate a decline in ar­ 
rests for drunk enness beginning in 
1914, when the figures stood at 
530,367, to 235,619 in 1920, the y ear 
national prohibition went into ef­ 
fect. 
An exception in the decline 
is noted in 1916 with 559.364 arrests, 
which is explained in the league 
report as the result of the pre-war 
prosperity boom. 
Beginning with 1921 
the 
table 
shows rapid annual increases in 
the number of arrests from 319,528 
to 557,369. 
The report declares 
that a mark ed increase in drink ­ 
ing by minors has 
been 
noted 
throughout the period. 
The increase in arrests for intox­ 
ication in New York City , the re­ 
port say s, has been at a slower 
rate than in other centers from 
which figures were drawn. 
Birm­ 
ingham, Ala, and Atlanta, Ga., both 
show increases of 500 per cent for 
the period. 
The figures the report goes on, 
indicate a greater jump in states 
which were dry before national pro­ 
hibition than In the so-called wet 
states. 
Police reports from 268 
cities where liquor was sold legally 
prior to 1920 gave 424,295 arrests 
In 1914 as against 423,042 in 1927. 
In 120 cities in states that had 
dry laws before the passage of the 
eighteenth amendment the league 
say s the figures show an increase 
from 106,072 in 1914 to 134.327 in 
1927.

U. S. Co urt o f Appeals Re­ 
v erses Co nv ictio n o n 
Bribery Charge

Reporter Rises

ST. LOUIS, Dec. 26.—Criticising 
the efforts of United States Sena­ 
tor- Roscoe Patterson, in a prosecu­ 
tion he conducted in Kansas City 
as district 
attorney , 
the United 
States court of appeals in an opin­ 
ion handed down today , said the 
purpose of government should be to 
prevent crime and not encourage its 
commission. 
The court reversed a conviction 
18 months’ 
penitentiary 
sentence 
imposed on James Robinson, former 
prohibition agent, who was tried on 
a charge of accepting a $259 bribe 
from Dan Marsh, Kansas City drug­ 
gist, and agreeing to absent him­ 
self from the trial of Marsh on a 
liquor charge, at which Robinson 
was to be a government witness. 
At Robinson’s trial. Marsh testi­ 
fied, that with the k nowledge and 
approval of Patterson and Assist int 
District Attorney Brewster, he ren­ 
dered the bribe to Robinson, in or­ 
der to trap him. Robinson’s defense 
was that he accepted the money in 
order to trap the druggist. 
The opinion was written by Dis­ 
trict 
Judge 
Martlneau 
of Little 
Rock , former governor of Ark an­ 
sas. 
Circuit Judge Keny on, a for­ 
mer United States senator, and Dis­ 
trict Judge Sy mes of Colorado con­ 
curred in the result but not in all 
of the conclusions. 
"The purpose of the government, 
through its agents, should be to 
prevent crime and not to encourage 
Its commission,” said the opinion. 
“This is certainly true with ref­ 
erence to crimes lik e the one, with 
which Robinson Is charged. Human 
nature is too frail and weak in 
many cases to withstand tempta­ 
tions such as might be offered in 
the form of money . 
“This case itself, shows the dan­ 
ger, if not the viciousness, which 
might follow the approval by the 
courts or a course 
which 
would 
permit government agents through 
an indicted person, who admits his 
guilt, to offer the principal witness 
against him, money to absent him­ 
self from 
the trial. 
It lik ewise 
shows how dangerous it Is to in­ 
dorse a course which would permit 
the witness himself to solicit from 
an indicted person, money for the 
sole purpose of ascertai^ng if a 
bribe will be given. 
"It seems 
unreasonable, if not 
unconscionable, 
that 
the govern­ 
ment through its agents would be 
permitted to offer Marsh, an admit­ 
ted violator of the law. Immunity , if 
he 
could, 
by offering money , 
bridbe the chief 
witness 
against 
him to commit another vloltion of 
the law. 
Immunity was bound to 
be his reward if he succeeded.^ 
Pointing out that this case 
i f en­ 
trapment must not be confused with 
cases in which prohibition agents 
buy liquor for evidence, Jurge Mar 
tineau added: 
"It seems to me that the admitted 
facts in the instant case are such 
as to prevent the conviction of Rob­ 
inson.” 
Even 
were 
the 
theory of the 
prosecution 
sound, 
the 
improper 
conduct 
and 
arguments 
by the 
prosecutors, would justify reversal 
of the conviction, Judge Martineau 
commented. 
He said Patterson and Brewster 
recommended the course pursued 
by Marsh in offering 
the 
bribe; 
that Brewster appeared as one of 
the principal witnesses for the gov­ 
ernment against the alleged bribe­ 
tak er; that, while Patterson did not 
actually testify , y et his examination 
of witnesses and his arguments to 
the jury were such as to really con­ 
stitute evidence in the case; that 
Brewster, after appearing as a wit­ 
ness, did not withdraw, but later 
participated in the arguments; the 
trial developing into "a controversy 
as to whether the conduct of the 
government attorney s” ought to be 
approved by the jury . 
Judge Martinau also called atten­ 
tion to a "peculiar set of circum­ 
stances,” one of which was the dis­ 
missal by Marsh of his original 
lawy er and the hiring of State 
Senator 
James 
Summers, 
the 
change being arranged "through a 
Mrs. Buchanan, a political friend 
of Summers.”

The co mmissio ner said to day that 
Mills’ pro po sal do es no t deal with 
present-day pro blems and that sup­ 
pressio n o f the diversio n o f indus­ 
trial alco ho l, iW iitii in the Mills 
plan, had been aeeemiriished a y ear 
and a half ago . 
The same feature was described 
by F. Sco tt McBride, general super­ 
intendent o f the anti-salo o n league,
